Water Pollution Is a Serious Threat 


With the problem of sewerage disposal 
at the new Dorsey plant facing the towns- 
people, it is a good time to remind readers 
of the seriousness of water pollution and 
how it oceurs. Probably one of the most 
serious hidden health hazards of any com- 
munity is the possible pollution of raw, un- 
treated water drawn from private well sys- 
tems. 
Why the problem is more serious now 
than at any time before is easy to see. A 
look avound town at all the new homes go- 
ing up is evidence of the town’s growth, 
Dick Dorman, light and water superinten- 
dent, will tell you how in the space of less 
than three years the number of electric 
meters in town has skyrocketed from about 
890 to over 1100, With the erection of every 
house or with the establishment of a new 
business comes the question of disposal of 
waste or sewerage from that dwelling or 
| building, 

In most suburban areas, as in Elba, 
septic tanks are used in the majority of the 
new homes to dispose of sewerage. Most 
frequent cause of water well contamination 
| 18 location near a privy, septic tank or ani- 
mal barns. With more and more waste being 
|turned into the ground from septic tanks, 
the chance of water pollution increases ac- 
cordingly. Just because water in an un- 
treated well has been safe to dring for the 
past quarter century, does not mean that 
lit is safe to drink now. Heretofore it hasn’t 


| 


| been as subject to pollution as it has the 


past 86 months, 

A pilot survey of one local county by 
the Kentcuky State Board of Health has re- 
| vealed that three-fourths of all wells less 
than 20 feet deep were polluted, while one- 

fourth of all wells over 75 feet were also 
hazardous with pollution. Remember, this 
is for water drawn from private wells where 
there is no arrangement for home chlorina- 
| tion. 

Actually, what does the threat of con- 
taminated water mean to private well users? 
| Undetected by sight, taste, or smell, water- 
|borne diseases have plagued man for cen- 
turies. 

In recent years, science has almost eli- 


The old cry of “timber” made by lum- 
berjacks when they fell a tree is associated 
in the minds of post people with the north- 
western states. Traditionally, it has been 
magnolia blossoms and cotton blooms that 
|represent the South. 

Times change, though. In Alabama a 
istartling switch shows that the annual 
‘value of timber products, as measured in 
| sales, has exceeded the value of cotton and 
‘other farms crops, as measured in cash re- 
ceipts. The value of timber products in 
Alabama last year according to the report, 
“Blue Book of Southern Progress,” a pub- 
lication of Manufacturers Record of Balti- 
more, Md., was $338 million, as against the 
cash receipts of $212 million for farm crops. 

The annual cash value of lumber is 

| $186 million in Alabama, the report states, 
and that of pulp and paper, $138 million. 
Most encouraging fact is that the growth 
of Southern pine saw timber now exceeds 
‘cutting by 22 percent. 
Alabama has more than three million 
acres in tree farms, and in this category 18 
ione of the ranking states of the nation. 
| Coffee County is moving along with

| from this crop. Few farmers have yet come

minated typhoid incidence in the U. 8. how- 
ever, the dread disease periodically still hits 
families exposed to a source of polluted 
water, Most common illnesses ‘experienced 
by persons drinking raw, untreated water 
are intestinal disorders—amoebie dysen- 
tery, cholera and hookworm, (Coffee Coun- 
ty is one of the last strongholds of the 
hookworm.) The virus of hepatitis, a dis- 
ease of the liver, can be water-borne, and 
epidemics have been traced by medical and 
public health authorities to the large-scale 
use of polluted water, 

A more visable water problem experi- 
enced in many areas of the county is min- 
eral damage which causes lime scale, corro- 
sion and red water, This costly problem is 
especially widespread and severe in the 
southeastern part of the nation, Treatment 
of city water makes it safe to drink but 
there have been many complaints in Elba 
lately about yellow stains forming in sinks, 
wash basins and commodes. Whether this 
is in the pipes or water should be answered 
by an expert in the field—but it should be 
answered, 

The problem of pollution has long been 
a serious one. Elba has added to this ser- 
iousness locally in at least two ways. First, 
raw, human waste has been dumped into 
Pea River since the first sewer line was ins- 
talled in the town, And now on an increas- 
ingly large scale, possible pollution of the 
underground waters is being invited with 
the installation of large numbers of septic 
tanks. 

Expansion of Dorsey Trailers has thrust 
upon the tuwn a problem that has long been 
lurking around the corner, Only now it de- 
mands a solution if progress of the town is 
to continue from the standpoint of good 
public health facilities as well as paved 
streets, new homes and additional business- 
es. To attack the problem of sewerage dis- 
posal on a piecemeal or temporary basis 
would be inviting all kinds of trouble. A 
complete survey of the town’s sewer system 
by competent engineers is the only sensible 
solution to the question. When public health 
is at stake, it is imperative that a thorough 
and competent job of planning be done.

dents. Caught by ever-dwindling cotton and 
peanut allotments, farmers on the whole 
here have done a good job in turning to 
hog-raising and to a lesser extent cattle- 
raising. However, it is a minority of land- 
owners who use the time formerly devoted 
to larger acres of cotton and peanuts to 
work in their woodlands. Those who have, 
such as Fountain Lee, will quickly tell any 
one who is interested that forest products 
are their most profitable crop. They are 
the least expensive to produce and easiest 
to harvest. 

The idea of tree farming is slowly 
taking hold here, though, as is evidenced by 
the over 2 million pine seedlings planted 
during the past December and January. 
County forestry men report a record num- 
ber of early requests for seedlings this year 
as more and more land owners catch onto 
the profitable idea of tree farming. 

With many paper mills setting up in 
Alabama, the market for timber products 
is as sure as any can be. A booming popu- 
lation in the U. S. will need more homes and 
more paper products in the years to come. 
It is the wise farmer who puts out pine seed- 
lings for this market. His problem of money 
for retirement will be much better taken

the hardwoods take over his woodlands. 
Good forest management is like putting 
money in the bank for the time you can no 
longer work.

| VALVES REP AIRED-- 


Two Alabama youngsters are 
well on their way to recovery af- 
ter recent operations that mark: 
ed a new milestone in heart sur- 
gery in Alabama. 
Twelve-year-old Judy Laneol 
Enterprise and Stephen Carter, 
a 7-year-old llorence lad, have 
been discharged from the Uni- 
versity Hospital, Birmingham, 
after undergoing surgery on the 
valves of their hearts. 

The operations performed on 


these children were the first at- | 


tempts in Alabama at direct ap- 
proach cardiac surgery, a tech- 
nique that lets the surgeon lit- 
erally see what he is doing. 

After the children were anet- 
thetized, they were emerged in 
ice water for 30 minutes before 
surgery to lower body tempera- 
ture 10 degrees. During surgery, 
for one minute in Judy’s case 
and nearly two in Stephen's, 
veins leading to the heart were 
clamped and blood circulation 
stopped. Direct approach tech- 
niques that depend on shutting 
off the blood flow were pioneer- 
ed a few years ago at the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota and Mayo 
Clinic. 


OLD TECHNIQUE ‘BLIND’ 

Before the Minnesota devel- 
opment of techniques to keep 
the beating heart empty during 
surgery, the heart surgeon was 
operating blind. He placed a 
purse-string suture around a 
thumb-naii size spot on the sur- 
face of the heart and tightened 
it to keep blood away. Then he 
slipped an instrument in at that 
point. From there, he could 
judge what he was doing only 
by tne feel of the instrument. 

At normal body temperatures 
brain cells are damaged if blood 
circulation is stopped for more 
than two minutes. Dropping the 
body temperature reduces the 
brain’s necd for oxygen carried 
by the blood and increases the 
safety margin to about 10 min- 
utes. 


ALLWAYS HAD MURMUR 

Both Judy and Stephen were 
suffering from a congenital 
constriction of the va.ve that 
controls flow of blood irom the 
heart to the lungs. This makes 
the heart enlarge in its effort 
to pump blood through the ob- 
structed valve. 

Judy had a heart murmur all 
her life. Her growth, and devel- 
opment were normal and she 
stood half an inch higher than 
her twin, Jeane. But for the 
past year she hasn’t been able 
to keep up with Jean in acti-
